selves, As this gas:question appeals 
directly to” the interests, and .the 
pockets, of the. general body of our 
community we need make no excuse 
for alluding to it in these columns.

Manual 
labor-is—certainly far cheaper here 
than in England, and we have yet 
to learn that the European members 
ofthe Gas Company’s staff are paid 
such enormous salaries as to justify 
a charge of $4 per 1,000 feet. for a 
very:inferior article, which can be 
supplied-at home of excellent quality 
at from {pe to four shillings, It 
may safely be asserted that a Board 
of Directors in London is not com- 
petent to manage propérly a business 
of this description, and.in Jlongkong 
it is likely enough thatthis is the root 
ofthe evil. Areduction of 50 cents’ 
is certainly a step in the right 
direction, although after all, it 
isa paltry. concession wiung from 
the Company through their. fears of 
opposition. That their fears are well 
gvounded seems -certain, as the in- 
troduction of the electric light into 
Hongkong, can only be a question of 
afew months. The great improve-' 
iments recently effected in’ electric 
lighting by. Edison, Siemens, . and 
others, distinctly foreshadow . the 
general ‘use’ of the-most improved 
system throughout. the world;,and 
as the: movement is daily gaining 
ground, at the expense of gas;.in all 
the large cities of Europe and Amer- 
ica, we may. reasonably expect tu 
see a project on foot here, before 
the close of the current year.
